Spanish, with the same meaning in 
both languages. ' 'Prominent headlands 
are all ..promontories, points or capes.

Morro is also defined purring" — as of a 
oat/ "Moro"— with a single r— is- de 
fined "Moor," and "pure wine." The 
word "Morra" is defined "upper part of 
the head."
